PROPOSER JM3 == HILL =- SUPERST0RE 

Last autumn, Bar Hill Developments Ltd. submitted for planning approval an 
outline planning application for a superstore complex in a central Village site • > 
between the school and the existing shopping centre. As a result of the strong 
feelings on this matter evident in the Village, the Residents Association carried 
out a door-to-door survey which indicated that the majority of the Villagers were 
not in favour of a superstore in this location. 

In due course, a revised outline planning application has been prepared and 
this will be considered by the County Planning Authorities in mid-February. In this 
revised application the superstore has been re-located on the industrial site side 
of the spine path, although it still occupies a position in the Village centre. 

The general appearance of the revised application is shown in the attached extract 
from the site plan, which is reproduced with kind permission of Bar Hill Developments. 

Mr. Rodney Dale, Chairman of the Bar Hill Parish Council, has indicated the 
Parish Council views on the revised application in this Newsletter (page4 )• In 
view of the impact that this development will have on our daily life in the Village 
and the long-term implications involved, we, the Residents Association Committee, 
have decided to hold an open meeting on this subject on Friday, 8th February at 
8 o 00 p.m. in the Church Centre . 

The object of this meeting will be to report to the Villagers the facts 
concerning the outline planning application and describe the superstore complex 
with the aid of drawings provided by Bar Hill Developments Ltd. V/e will also report 
the Developers 1 response to various questions concerning the superstore submitted 
during recent meetings between the Developers, the Parish Council and the Residents 
Association. 

After the above summary of the present situation, the meeting will be thrown 
open to questions from the floor concerning the proposed superstore. 

The meeting will be chaired by W. Bishop, Chairman of the Residents Association, 
and the Parish Council will be present to report the development of the situation to 
date and where possible to answer questions. 

It cannot be stressed too strongly that this proposed development will exert a 
lasting and irreversible influence on the structure and character of the Village 
centre. Hence it is. most important that we, the Residents Association, have the 
opportunity to accurately judge the feelings of the Village on this important matter.

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A summary of the views of the Parish Council on the Planning Application 

for the Village Centro 

The Parish Council wrote a lengthy and detailed comment on this application, 
too long to reproduce here. The points made (among others) were as follows: 

- that it was hoped that the Planning Department would consider comments on the 
earlier (withdrawn) centre plan, which might not have been re-submitted; 

- that the Parish Council was concerned that the plan for the centre did not seem to 
show that the need for a centre of Village activities had been appreciated; 

- that the Parish Council realised that there has always been the intention to provide 
further shopping, and that a superstore is one embodiment of this; 

- that to put a superstore elsewhere in the Village would either create a traffic 
problem or damage the existing shopping facilities; 

- that the Parish Council was concerned about the detailed planning of the buildings 
and landscaping the surroundings, and that the appearance of the centre should be 
compatible with that of the existing buildings. 

I have been invited to attend the Residents Association meeting on Friday, 

8 th February and will be pleased to explain the Council's comments in more detail

Letter to the Editor 

Dear Sir, 

May I draw the attention of residents to a hazard associated with the A 604 
Junction. At about 5*30 each evening a country bus usually drops some passengers a 
at the junction and then proceeds on its way up the A 6 O 4 . These people then have " 
to walk into the Village along the entrance road. The first fifty yards or so are 
very dark, and for some reason these pedestrians seem to prefer to v/alk on the left 
hand side, i.e. not facing the oncoming traffic. 

Thus, coming off the A 6 O 4 , which is brightly lit by the headlights of streams 
of traffic in both directions, into an extremely dark environment, one finds the 
dark shape of a pedestrian, 3 feet out into the road (the grass is very v/et and 
muddy there) a few yards ahead, and ignoring warnings given on the horn. 

Surely the remedy is simple.' walk on the right hand side of the road, facing 
any oncoming traffic and cross over further into the Village, where the lighting is 
much better. Then the pedestrian can see what is coming and take avoiding action.

BHRa: From the Secretary's Notepad 
Firstly, three messages from the Developers: 

(1) Residents on Phase 2 (Otter Close/Gardens, Oatlands Avenue and Partridge Drive) 
are again tipping waste engine oil down the road drains; this causes the lagoons in^ 
the Village park to become polluted. Would those responsible please dispose of thfflj 
oil in the correct way, i.e. place the oil in a suitable container, to be collected^ 
with other refuse. 

(2) Landscaping of Phase 2 (as above); Phase 3 (Pheasant Rise); Phase 6 (Fox Hollow) 
will start on March 1st. A selection of trees v/ill be planted in the front 

gardens of some houses, the residents concerned having first given their consent; 
locations will be marked out as planting progresses. To save time, if any resident 
does not wish to be included in the scheme, please advise the Sales Office; I repeat 
that residents who have not expressed an opinion will be consulted before planting 
goes ahead. 

(3) Nunn's (the Builders) wish to remind residents that they require Nunn's 
permission, as well as any Planning Permission or Building Regulation consent, before 
erecting fences, sheds and extensions to their properties; this is necessary under 
the terms of your leases. 

Leases The Developers are consulting their legal department to see whether those 

residents holding 150 -year leases can apply for an extension to 999 years. 1 will 

advise you of their decision in due course. 

The Developers have stated that they would not object to a resident of 5 years' 

standing applying to them to acquire the freehold, subject, of course, to the 

restrictions laid down in Section 19 of the Leasehold Reform Act (i.e. you would 

still have to pay the annual Maintenance Fee). , , . , ,-n

On the subject of maintenance fees, the Developers are considering the 
possibility of using the rateable value of the property as the basis for 
assessing the fee, instead of the purchase price as at present. 

We have informed them that in our opinion this is a much fairer system, and 
as such has our support. If agreed, the rate would apply for the current year as 
from 25 th December 1973* 

Village Trust A draft constitution of the Village Trust has been sent to Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council, the Building Societies’ Association, and Chesterton R.D.C, 
for their consideration. The Developers are hopeful that a suitably amended draft 
could then be presented to the Village around the end of March this year, for tie 
consideration of all residents. 

A604 Junction We are all fully aware that the A 6 O 4 junction needs to be improved. 

(The matter is now in the hands of the County Highways Department, whose responsibility 
it is to carry out the work. 

In the meantime, however, although we recognise the reasons for doing it, we 
are very concerned about the M short cut" across the grass that is being used v/hen 
the junction is congested. In our opinion, and that of the Developers, unnecessary 
hazards are being caused by motorists taking this action and also mud is being 
^deposited on the main road. 

' The Developers therefore have decided to put a barrier across this part of the 
junction to stop the practice. Motorists are therefore warned that there may be 
additional delays at peak times. 

The Residents association for our part will put further pressure on the 
Highways Department to start the alteration work as soon as possible.
